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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by xx. 
Regarding claims 1 and 10, xx teaches a network comprising: 

a first node having a point code, and a first switching element to selectively couple the 
first node to other nodes through one or more communication channels (column 7, lines 1-20); 
and 

a second node having a second point code and a second switching element to establish a 
first communication channel with the first node, the second node to identify the first 
communication channel with the first node, the second node to identify the first communication 
channel with an identifiers that includes, at least, the first point code and the second point code 
(column 7, line 31 through column 8, line 67). 

Regarding claims 2-7 and 11-13, see Table 4. 

Regarding claims 8 and 9, see column 5, lines 4-11. 
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Regarding claims 14-30, the limitations of the claims are rejected for the same reasons as 
set forth in the rejection of claims 1-13 above where a method and an article of manufacture are 
used in the network above. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Brown et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0007496) teach a 
system, apparatus and method for dynamically mapping virtual signaling system 7 circuit 
identification codes for use between VOIP gateways on IP -based networks. Craig (U.S. Patent 
Application Publication No. 2003/0169779) teaches methods and systems for routing messages 
between a mated pair of routing nodes with a distributed processing architecture and one or more 
redundantly connected remote applications. Christie et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication 
No. 2003/0189941) teach telecommunications apparatus, system and method with an enhanced 
signal transfer point.
